The Pabllo Demand for Rtayvcsant Park
Urowa Htronser livery Day.

Corporation Conn sol Bookman was busy at
his doik this morning when a reporter of
The Evenino World callod to mako somo
inquiries about tho opinion which he is to
give at the roquost of tho 1'ark Commissonors
regarding the opening of Stuyvesant Park to
tho pnblio.

"From a oareful examination of tho orlgl.
nal deed of tho property to tho city," said
Mr. Beekman, " I am thoroughly satisfied
that there is nothing in it which would war.
rant tho Park Commissioners in continuing
tho present restrictions as to its enjoyment
by tbe public. Tho Rift is fl oo and absolute,
and on theso facts I could only glvs one
opinion.

" Thnre is a bare possibility, howevor, that
there may be other documents bearing upon
tho quostion whioh are important to tho case,
and beoauto tho deed was made so long ago
they may havo been lost sight of.

" I would not like to render my opinion
before I was certain that I had all tho facts
In my possession, and for this reason I have
delayed it until one of my assistants, who is
making a caroful examination of tho records,
has made his report. Ho will finish his ex.
amination some timo

tho citizens asking for the open ng of Stuy-
vesant Park, which was sent last woek by
The EvENtNH Wontn to the Board of Part
Commissioners, a larce number of names
